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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5 and 14-26, drawn to a mandrel comprising a self supporting metal 
material jacket. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-13, drawn to a mandrel comprising a body of ceramic composite 
material and an external metal material jacket. 

Group III, claim(s) 27, drawn to a system comprising a nozzle and Danner blow tube. 

Group IV, claim(s) 28-30, drawn to a method for using a mandrel for producing glass 
tubes. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature described in claims 1, 6, and 27-30 which comprises a mandrel with a 
metal material jacket is either obvious or anticipated by Frye et al. (3,236,619). Frye 
discloses a mandrel capable of producing glass tubes comprising an outer jacket made 
of metal material (col. 4 lines 24-28). 

3. Therefore, Frye teaches the special feature of a mandrel with a metal material 
jacket. Accordingly, the special technical feature linking the inventions of groups 1,11, III 
and IV do not provide a contribution over the prior art, and no single general inventive 
concept exists. Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 



The species are as follows:

1 . an inner self support structure comprising a thrust/annular ring
